Chief Kennett’s Lame Explanation of 
the Police’s Devious Ways. 


Another Lottery Scheme Running in 
Fall Blast—Card From Beb Pate— 
The Commissioners and Chief 
are all Honorable Men, yet 
‘Felony Flourishes. 


The published statement yesterday that a 
keno house at the corner of Fourth and Wale 
nut streets had been forcibly raided on Mon- 
day night was news eventothe officers of 
the Clark avenue residence of the blind god- 
dess, who knew the police had decided not 
toraid. This morning Chief Kennett in the 
appended interview explains that there was 
no raid: 

„Good morning Chief” said a reporter to 
Chief Kennett at Four Courts. 


“Good morning, sir.“ 

„Is keno correct, Chief?“ 

„„ don’t know wbat you mean.“ 

“Are the police raiding again!“ 

“No, sir.“ 

„Did they raid the keno house on Fourth 
and Walnut streets on Monday night!“ 

“No, sir. They did not.“ 

“The players and keepers say they did.’’ 

„That is their side of the story,“ said the 
Chief. The spotter was on the inside and 
was discovered. They were about to spot 
him when the others came to bis assistance. 
There was no raid.“ 

“They say the players were arrested in this 
instance, which is not the case in other ar- 
rette.“ 

„No matter who says that, it is a d—d lie. 
The record of tbe First District Police 
court shows that #710 was collected from 

layers arrested at Pate’s at the last arrest 
— the police.“ 

“Mr. Ma don ld, the attorney, says that this 
bouse, which started only last Saturday, is 
raided while Pate’s is allowed to run without 
interruption,’’

We are makin 
cases.“ The burglars would like the Chie 
to apply the same principle totbem, as noth- 
ing would please them better than to be 
treated as the gamblers are—ailowed to con- 
duct their feionious business profitably for 
months while the police are“ making cases,” 

WHAT THE GAMBLERS SAY. 

At 10:30 o’clock this morninga reporter 
Was standing atthe door of the old Harney 
mansion, northeast corner of Fourth and 
Walnut streets, seeking admission to the 
second story. Aftersizing the applicant up 
and listening to an itquiry the visitor was 
admitted by the doorkeeper. At the top of 
the large winding staircase the oor 
was ajar and the voice of the 
croupier was heard calling out in his 
monotondus way “for-ty-sev-en, fif-ty-six, 
thir-teen.’? When this was passed the re- 
porter stood in the center of a room in 
which twenty-one men sat about the tables 
while two hurried about atteading to the 
players. Four or five men beld the heavy 

asteboard cards up, each having four goum- 

ers covered, avd as the fifth was called 
the lucky kenoist hammered the 
table and received the „ pot.“ 
Waiting until the cards were pegged and the 
money collected, the reporter approached 
the cashier and questioned him about the 
arrests on Monday night. Of course it was 
a raid,“ said he. Iwas up here in this 
room. When you go down stairs you can 
see the door-keeperand talk tohim. There 
were two ‘spotters’ here and we discovered 
them. Oneof the men went to one of them 
and called bim aside. The other followed, 
and they were asked to 820 out. 
This was all in n low 
tone af voice. There was no disturbance 
whatever. We told them we did not want 
them there and asked them to go down 
stairs. We don’t have any rows in this 
house. Just then the sergeant struck his 
club twice outside and he and the officers

**Rescue them from what? There was no 
harm done them and nobody intended to ao 
them any.“ 

The conversation was cut short by some 
laygr, who had covered five numbers in a 
ine and shouted “‘keno.”’ At tbe foot of the 

stairs the door-keeper was found, He said: 
„es, I was here the other night when that 
raid was made. Of course it was a raid. The 
officers on the outside didn’t even know that 
the spotters bad been requested to leave 
and what’s the use of them saying they 
came to their relief! If they 
did know it, andthey didn't, there wasu’t 
any need of assistance at all. I was talking 
tothem on the stairs in a low voice and 
when I looked down I sawthe sergeant and 
officers onthe steps. Before I could get to 
the door the large gloss was broken with a 
club and the latch puliea back. I slammed 
the second door, and they broke the glass in 
the littie post hole expecting toreach in 
and pull the bolt back, but the distance 
was too great. They couldn't reach it. The 
spotters were on the inside. They took all 
the stuff andcash,and the prisoners to the 
station.“ This is the state of facts that the 
writnesses for the defeuose say they will pre- 
sent on trial to prove tbat there is no doubt 
avout it that there was a raid.

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CRUMBS FOR CREDITORS. 


Judge Adams Rules on the Columbia’s 
, Lien. 


Judge Adams this morning in an exhaus- 
tive decision, passed upon the question of 
the Columbia Insurance Company’s lien 
upon the proceeds of the sale of real estate 
in this State belonging tothe Life Association 
of America. The Columbia receiver 


had petitioned the court to apply this por- 
tionofthe Life Association funds in the 
hands of Superintendent Relfe to part pay- 
ment of the million dollar judgment obtained 
“A the Columbia against the Life Associa- 
tion. The Superintendent of the Insurance 
Department in September, 1879, filed his pe- 
tition in the Circuit Court for the 
dissolution of the Life Association, and the 
„very same day“ the million dollar judg- 
ment against the association was rendered 
in Judge Thayer’s court. It was claimed in 
behalf of the Columbia estate that it had 
aprior lien upon the real estate, and 
Judge Adams to-day so far sustains 
this position that he holds the proceeds of 
sale of property “in this city or county“ to 
be subject to the Columbia’s prior lien. 
There is alittle comfort in this ruling, how- 
ever,forthe|Columbia creditors inasmuch as 
the sum derived from property in the city 
and county does not exceed $40,000. 

The Alabama creditors of the Life Associa- 
tion have been defeated in the United States 
Circuit Court of that section, in their effort 
to attach about $100,000 worth of assets be- 
longing to the Life Association in that State. 
Tbe court holds that the fund must be 
subject to the orders of distribution 
among creditors which this court in the home 
district makes, and the Alabama creditors 
stand in no better relation than the general 
body of creditors. The attachment of the 
Alabama fund is, therefore, dissolved, and 
the Superintendent of this State will take 
charge of these assets and bring the proceeds 
here for distributioninthe generalfund. The 
case was fought before Judge Bruce in Ala- 
bama by Barr and Reynolds for the Missouri 
Insurance Department.

Pendleton’s Illusion.

Mr. Pendleton, the Cincinnati Senator,has 
had greater advantages than any man now in 
the delegation for learning and accomplish- 
ments.

Had Mr. Pendleton known the value of ly- 
ing fallow for fifteen years, paying slight at- 
tent ion to his political matters, he would 
probably be at this moment much more of a 
quantity than he is. He pushed for the Vice- 
Presidential nomination in 1866,and made 
thorough preparations for the Presidency it- 
self in 1868. He now proposes, sixteen years 
after that struggle, to make the encounter 
again. It seems to me that be has weakened 
himselfinthe Senate by looking toward the 
Presidency so manifestiy. The disposition 
to behave like a President, instead of like a 
Senator, somethink to be apparent.

A MINER’S INGENUITY. 
Building a Wonderful Clock in the 


epths of a Coal Miue. 
From a Scra.ton, (Pa.) Letter. 


A mechanical marvel, the product of nine 
yea.s’ patient toil on the part of an unletter- 
ed miner, who made it in his spare hours”? 
in the Hallenback Colliery at Wilkesbarre, 
2,000 feet below the surface of the earth, has 
just been completed in the shape of a clock, 
by James McGlynn. Itis built on the pian 
of the astronomical clock”? recently exhib- 


plicated in most of its parts, and derives 
an added interest from the manner of ite 
construction. Nine vears ago McGlynn, hav- 
ing had much spare time on his hands, 
thought he could turn it to agreeable account 
by devoting his attention to wood-carving. 
He had no tools, and to the construction of 
these he first devoted his attention. He 
built an engine to propel a lathe, and from 
such scraps of oid materials as he found 
lying loose around the colliery, put bis lathe 
together, and commenced fashioning his bits 
of wood into whatever forms his fancy sug- 
gested. ‘Then he conceived the idea of mak- 
ing a clock upon an elaborate scale, and went 
to work with the devotion of an enthusiast, 
until at the end of nearly a decade he has 
produced a piece of mechanism that is cer- 
tainly wonderful to contemplate, considering 
the conditions under which it was made. 
The clock stands about nine feet high, and 
is ipcased in an elaborately carved case of 
black walnut, consisting of 406 pieces of 
perfect finish. Each of these pieces was 
turned in the mine by the enthusiastic miner 


maker smile, being nothing less than 
broken saw-file. But the workmanship is 
perfect, and the symmetry of the several 
parts would do credit to the best wood- 
carver inthe country. How did I make 
my measurements?!“ said McGlynn, in reply 
tothe inquiry of The Times’s correspond- 
ent, *‘with astring. Oh, I never run short 
of materials. If one thing doesn’t do I take 
another. I have built a miniature engine 
in the Hallenbach Mine, owned by Mr. Par- 
rish, weighing only 15% ounces, and they 
say itis perfect. I used a quarter dollar 
piece for a circular crank,” It really seems 

incredible that with such tools as he ex- 
hibits, and in such dreary surroundings as 
the depths of the mine afford, anything like 
the clock could be constructed, but there are 
plenty of witnesses among McGlynn’s fellow- 
workmen to corroborate his story, and there 
is the clock itself. At first he experienced 
some difficulty in the matter of holding his 
lamp while he worked. Itdid not show as 
good light anywhere as when carried in his 

hat,the way miners usually carry their lamps 
in the mine, but the flame burnt the front of 
his hat away and madeit rather uncomfort- 

able. Then he made him a tin helmet, with 
a place to hola the lamp securely, and after 
that he had no trouble with his light. In 
addition to the 400 turned pieces in black 
walnut which comprise the frame-work of 
the clock, it has sixty-three moving figures, 
actuated by machinery, so deftly arranged 
as to produce interesting historical and bib- 

lical scenes. It is the intention of the miner- 

mechanic to make the number of figures a 

hundred as soon as his means, which are 

rather limited, shall afford such an addi- 

tional outlay. 

The front of the clock shows three bal- 
conies rising above a massive and elegantly 
carved pedestal, and upon these the moving 
figures appear. The lower balcony shows a 
procession of Continental soldiers, headed 
by a mounted general, and marching psst; 
while the old liberty bell proclaims its wel- 
come notes of freedom. A sentinel! salutes 
the Continentals as they pass, and just at 
the moment a door is opened fromathe upper 
balcony and reveals Molly Pitcher, with her 
cannon, which she fires with startling and 
realistic effect. To show bow well the maker 
of the clock has considered the details of his 
handiwork he has placeda small revolving 
fan in the clock to be _ actuated 
after the firing of Molly’s .can- 
non for the purpose of clearing out the 
powder-smoke. Simultaneous with 1bis the 
portraits of the twenty Presidents of the 
United States passin panoramic review on 
a baicony just above the patriotic tableau, of 
which Molly Pitcher is the central figure, 
and Thomas Jefferson holds up the Declara- 
tion of Independence. The apostolic pro- 
cession is similar to those hitherto seen in 
such clocks. The twelve apostles file past, 
Satan appears, and the cock crows in warn- 
ing to Peter. A figure of justice raises her 
scales as the form of Christ appears, and 
during the scene a large representation of 
death tells off the minutes upona bell. When 
one sees the clock, the tools with which it 
was made, and hearsthe miner's story of how 
he bought the wood forit bit by bit, as he 
could afford from his spare change, he is 
sensibly impressed with human possibilities. 
„Sometimes,“ says McGlynn, 
could not buy more than twenty-five cents’ 
worth of wood atatime, but I was never 
idle.“ He was working at the clock five long 
years in a chamber of the mine before any- 
body knew his secret. Then he was taken 
sick, and, during his ravings, talked vontin- 
ually of his plans. The doctor finally ascer- 
tained from him what it was that worried 
him, and made him promise not to work at it 
for a year, but as soon as he was able to go to 
the mine he was at his clock once more, and 
toiled patientiy along until he had itina 
shape to show his friends, The figures used 
in the Biblical and historical illustrations 
were cast by him in molds of his own design, 
and there is very little in the entire clock that 
did not come from his hands. Now that it is 
finished he hardly knows what to do with it. 
He has been offered $1,000 for it, but he hesi- 
tates to sell, as if he did he would have to 
drift back to his old place in the Hallenback 
Mine and probably begin building another,

porters to know that the French Govern- 
ment has at last made up its mind on the 
subject of pork. The meat must be accom- 
panied by certificates attesting that it has 
been fully cured, which are to be signed by 
local licensed experts and attested by 
French consular agents, Importers will also 
be required to :declare, when paying import 
duties, that the meat is perfectly preserved. 
Sausage and all other chopped meats are to 
be rigorously excluded. On the whole it 
seems to us that these regulations will meet 
the approval of American producers. 
The absurd fear of trichize has been so in- 
dustriously fomentedin France that there 
is no market in that country for Ameri 

meats going in with American brands. Even 
beyond the hostile attitude of the Govern- 
ment, the feeling of the consumers has been 
against our provisions. Ofcourse the new 
rules will cause some trouble and expense 
to the producer, but the cost of these will be 
borne eventually by the French purchasers 
certainly the method will be cheaper than 
the round about way of getting our meats 
into France. As things go now, our pork is 
sold to England and the Continent, the 
brands changed there, and the original cases 
reshipped to France where they are sold to 
the consumer with a double profit on them. 
More provisions will be sold if there is only 
one profit to be paid, and the business will 
be bettered throughout, by the reasonable 
protection from bad meat which the French 
Government demands. Of course, in Amer- 
ica, we know that the fear of trichine isa

There are no new developme ntsin the ice 
question. Dealers are reticent and are still 
waiting and watching. There is a good 
prospect of the lean stock now held being ma- 


bound to be very high during the summer. 
Even with the late cold snap, the crop harv- 


receipts will be from a distance. Some con- 
tracts are being made from $6 50 to $8. 


Receipts of poultry were very large this 
morning. Farmers, tempted by the fancy 
prices of the past few days, have sent in all 
their samples, and in consequence there has 
been a very material break in the prices of 
turkeys and chickens—from 2 to 2’sc per 
pound. 

Game is very scarce, more especially grouse 
end quail, and these items bring as high 

rices as they do in New York. Receipts 

rom Kansas and Illinois are closed for these 
classes of game, the game laws now being in 
force in these states. 
The coal market is steacy, there havin 
been no appreciabie advance. The deman 
is good, but receipts are equal,and the 
miners are producing a full complement 
Ihe receipts to-day reached between 9,000 
end 10,000 tons. 
Real estate is quiet, there still being alarge 
demand, however, for the better classes of 
residences. 
As an example of the fluctuations in real 
estate, itis quoted that some sales have been 
made within a day or two between Seventh 
and Tenth streots on Chouteau avenue, for 
$70 afoot. A few years ago this was of the 
most desirable residence property in the 
city and readily brought $200 a foot and up- 
wards. Trade has erept in and prices gone 
down. Itis now atthe lowest ebb in this 
vicinity, and as the property along the hill 
will soon be valuable for business purposes, 
it will probably advance. 
There was an oversupply of agricultural 
help this morning at the Mechanics’ Ex- 
change. A member advertised fora farmer 
andthe elevator boy is in a low state of 
despondency over the regiments of grangers 
who passed up, and to whom volumes of 
information had to be given. 
The new officers of the Mechanics’ Ex- 
change were duly installed at noon to-day. 
President Ittner made a few remarks, but 
nothing of a more than ordinary nature 
transpired. 
The difficulties in the Coal Exchange seem 
to hove been adjusted, and everything is 
progressing as usual. The Secretary stig- 
matizes some of the reports published as 
double-barreled hoaxes, and says Mr. Cran- 
dall has not resigned and has no intention of 
doing so. Inthe meantimeeverything bobs 
up serenely at the Coal Exchange. 
It isa fact worthy of consideration that 
enormous shipments of beef are being re- 
veived from Kansas City via the Pacific Ex- 
press and is better trimmed and sells oa the 
aggregate about 14 to 2e per pound less than 
local offerings. Consumers are accordingiy 
buying this beef and home dealers are suffer- 
ing.

THE CAMERON CASE. _ 


Synopsis of Charges and Hvidence 
Against the Superintendent. 


The Investigation Closed---No Evidence 
Concerning His Intoxication. 


The Cameron investigation, involving the 
charges against the Superintendent of the 
new Custom House, has closed. Mr. A. G. 
Church, of the Treasury department, who 


was specially deputed to come out 
here and hear the evidence in 
support of the complaints left last 


right for Topeka, and will render his report 
to Washington. The testimony occupied 
several days, and was taken in shorthand 
for the Governmentand the superintendent 
by stenographer Oldfield, under a joint ar- 
rangement. It has not yet been written 
out, and the closest secrecy is enjoined upon 
all parties who were in any way 


connected with this investigation. It 
seems however that nothing of material ime 
portance was developed and the stereotyped 
order of the Government official has signi; 
ficance, for 

THE EVIDENCE DEVELOPED VERY LITTLE 
that the public would care to hear about. 
All inquiries of an official character 
are conducted with closed doors, and not 
even a mouse is permitted to disturb the 
red-tape order of the proceedings. The 
complaints against Superintendent Cameron 
were in substance that he had blundered in 
superintending the construction of the new 
Custom House; that he was not competent 
to direct its completion, lacking 
the skill, ability and judgment to superin- 
tend the placing of the solid work from the 
hands ofthe contractors in position, etc. 
There was a further complaint that he bad 
meen seen around the Custom House build-

emploves. The charges were framed 


by J. Dickson, a discharged employe, and 
the paperssent to Washington bore the in- 
dorsement of Gustav St. Gem, Surveyor of 
the Port, and Mr. Pohlman, the chairman of 
the Republican Central Committee.

who subsequently became affiliated with Mr. 
Snider superintending the work at the 
quarry, were examined touching the setting 
of the stone, concerning which the contractor 
and the superintendent had much disagree- 
ment, leading to open rupture. 

THE CONTRACTOR’S EVIDENCE 
was not favorable to the superintendent, 
but no evidence was offered. 7 
sustain the charge of drunkenness agat 
the superintendent. it was shown, how- 
ever, that his accusers were seen around the 
building underthe tafluence of liquor on 
several occasions. It was expected that Mr. 
Tom Walsh, the ex-superintendent, would 
be examined as an expert on con- 
struction.

His reply, with a 
smile, was: It it was a political effort to re- 
move Cameron it might succeed; if it was 
simply an investigation of his merits or de- 
merits as a superintendent, Camerom ig 
amply exonerated.’’ 


CAROLL’S CLAIM, 


The Creve Cour Ratlroad Company 
Arraigned for Mismanagement. 


Dan Carroll has filed a suit for $3,000 
against the Laclede and Creve Cœur Rail- 
road Company. Mr. Carroll, it will be ree 
membered, had the management of the 
Hanlan aquatic performance at Creve 
Ceur Lake for two days in August 


last. He entered into an arrangement with 
the railroad company to convey the exe 
cursionists to the lake fora round trip fare ot 
$1, and one-half of the gross receipts should 
have been paid to him. He alleges, 
however, that the company grossly mise 
managed tke transportation arrangements, 
had no officers at the Union Depot to direct 
passengers to the trains; kept the excur- 
sionists several hours on side tracks and 
failed to provide sufficient cars to accommo- 
date the travel. In consequence of all this 
Mr. Carroll complains that six thousand 
persons were deterred from makin 
the trip to the lake, and that of the §3, 
collected by the company from those who did 
venture he only received $1,159,considerably 
less than his share.

Pure Wine Without Grapes. 
Geneva Cor. London Times. 

The increasing use and production of fab- 
ricated wines in this mye | are g ving rise 
to serious apprehensions, if not to actual 

anic, among the vineyard proprietors of 

estern Switzerland. The prosperity of 
several cantons is based either wholly or in 
part on the success of grape-growing, and 
anything that threatens to binder the pro- 
duction or curtail the consumption of wine 
naturally creates great alarm. Adulterated 
wine can be dealt with. It is easily detected, 
itis injurious to health, and thousands of 
hectolitres of deleterious stuff are every year 
confiscated and destroyed. But the merely 
fabricated article contains all the constituents 
of real wine, and the most careful analyst 
can find nothing in it that he does not find in 
the fermented juice of the grape. It is com- 
posed of 90 per cent of water, 5 to6 per cent 
of alcobol aud 4to5per cent oftannin. The 
water, which costs the grape-grower as much 
asany other of the constituents of wines 
costs the fabricator nextto nothing; the tan, 
nin and the alcohol he extracts from import- 
ed raisins. Thus the liquor be concocts ca- 
be vended at a very low price. At 25 franen 
the hectoitre (asout 28 ceutsa gullon) the 
manufacturer of this article can make a 
handsome profit, and as the retailer sells it 
at the rate of % centsaquart, bis gains 
reach nearly 100 per cent—five or six times 
more, probably, than the gains by the sale of 
natural, urdiiuted wine. Nor is this all. 
Experiments are being made with a view to 
findinga chemical suvstitute for the raisins 
usedin the manufacture, in which event fab- 
ricated wine could be produced at a cost lit- 
tle exceeding that of aicoholized water, and 
grape-growing would be utterly ruined, as 
madder cultivation has been ruined by the 
discovery of the alizerine process of Turkey 
red dyeing. | 

The making of wine artificially dates in 
this neighborhood fromthe time when the 
phylloxera began its ravages among the vine- 
val ds of France, and it has now become an 
extensive and profitable trade. The diffi- 
culty of putting it down, especially in Switz- 
erland, where the constitution guarantees 
the fullest liberty of commerce,seems almost 
insuperable. There is no law whereby a man 
can be prevented from manufacturing an 
article which he calls fabricated wine and 
selling it to whomsoever will buy. He does 
not deceive anybody, and he gives fair value 
for the consideration he receives. The 
retailers, itis true, are in a different posi- 
tion. They do not profess to sell fabricated 
wine, and their customers are, doubtless 
under the impression that the liquor served 
out to them is wine, and nothing but wine. 
How are they to know tnat it is not? If one 
of them, more suspicious than the rest, take 
a sample to the public analyst, he will sim- 
ply be told that it contains all the constitu- 
ents of good wine, and no substance that 
good wine ought notto contain. Connois- 
sieurs might possibly tind the flavor not alto- 
gether to their liking, but among people 
who drink wine at nine and ten cents a quart 
connoissurs are few and far between, and 
there is a vast deal of genuine wine which

A Geological Theory. 
From the New York Times. 

Prof. John 8. Newberry, President of the 
New York Academy of Science, may perhaps

other evening, the hypothesis of Prof. Ball, 
of Dublin, as tothe agency of ancient tides 
in modifying prehistoric geography will not 
be received with great favor, or be even 
seriously considered by accomplished geolo- 
gists. ‘ithe paper of Prof. Ball, who, by the 
way, isan astronomer of high standing, was 
printed in one of the most authoritative and 
sober of Euslish periodicals, and its 
main features are undoubtedly familiar 
tothe reader. Accepting the view of Mr. 
George Darwin, recently promulgated, that 
the earth and the mvon ~ere originally one 
mass: that this mass underwent division 
into two planetary masses ata comparative- 
ly late date in the evolution of the solar sys- 
tem, ard that the latter gradually receded 
from the former asd Jost its rapidity of revo- 
lution as ages went by, Prof. Bail proceeds 
to argue that on the ordinary hypothesis of 
the origin oftides, there mus have beena 
period when the tides rose many times higher 
than at present. Every mathematician is 
aware that while their densities being equal 
the relative attractive power of bodies is as 
the cubes oftheirdiameters to each other, 
attraction acts as between bodies in propor- 
tion to the square of the distance. If there 
ever was atime When the moon was only a 
short distance from the earth, 
compared with the present distance, tnen at 
some remote period in our terres- 
trial history, grauting that the attraction of 
the moon is the cause of tides, the dailv over- 
flow of the*tland must have been from 600 to! 
1.000 feet in depth. Imagine a tidal flood of 
this tremendous power acting upon the eon- 
figuration of continents through unnumbered 
ages, and one nas a conception of the main 
int of the magnificent generality of Prof. 
Ball—-one which, if verified, must, according 
to the admission of Dr. Newberrv, effect a 
complete revolution in the current doctrines 
of geology as to the agencies that have been 
concernedin producing the present topo- 
graphy of the earth. Such a tremendous 


must necessarily sweep inland hundreds o 
miles at each rise, and carry back with it on 
ts recession to the ocean a volume of floatin 
materiais unparalleled by any flood recorde 
in modern times.
